Camp fails to teach wherein the terminal generates GPS assistance 
data from the received auxiliary data which is transmitted to a remote mobile terminal 
via the wireless communications network as specifically set forth in claims 70, 84, 92 
and 106 in combination with all the recited limitations of claims 70, 84, 92 and 106.
